Warehouses Approved 


Cases Give Council Trouble

Planning and zoning 
matters 
continued to plague the City Council 
Monday night after the Target Case 
was solved and the standing room 
only crowd dispersed 
One developer withdrew an ap­ 
plication rather than have a planned 
development designation, a proposed 
duplex 
zoning 
change 
proved 
inadequate and another group of 
unhappy homeowners asked help the 
council was unable to provide. 
Greenhollow 
residents 
asked 
council members to hold action on the 
final plat of the Colonial Self Storage 
addition and review its site plan to add 
more strict screening requirements, 
but City Attorney Bill Roberts ruled 
that the council does not have that 
authority. 
He pointed out that the developer 
has done all that is legally required of 
him and cannot be forced to go back 
and add additional requirements. As 
to reviewing the site plan, the council 
would be powerless to impose more 
than the already required screening 
wall without a planned development 
designation. 
Robert Carrigan, a representative 
of the group, maintained that the 
storage units blight the entrance to 
the development. 
Mayor Norman 
Whitsitt pointed out, however, that the 
main entrance would become Alma 
Rd. when current street improvement 
programs are complete. 
The problem was solved informally 
when Jack Harvard asked the ap­ 
plicant, Mike Dyer, if he would be 
willing to cooperate with the residents 
in some way. He promised to plant a 
thick hedge adjacent to Old Parker 
Rd. 
A public hearing on a new duplex 
classification was recessed to allow 
more research on the problems in­ 
volved in selling both sides of a 
duplex. 


The building code states that both 
sides of a duplex to be sold must have 
one-hour fire walls, while a duplex 
which is rented may have only one 
such wall. 
At the conclusion of another public 
hearing, when it appeared that a 
planned development designation 
would 
be 
imposed 
on 
a 
Light 
Industrial-2 district in east Plano, 
Paul Stephens withdrew the case. 
Bob Collins wanted to add the PD 
classification to allow easier en­ 
forcement of several 
stipulations 
recommended by the Planning and 
Zoning Commission, but Stephens 
said he “could not live with a planned 
development.” 
The developer said he plans to sell 
25 or 30 lots from the 52.57 acre tract 
south of the railroad tracks and on 
either side of Jupiter Rd. Stephens 
believes that planned development 
requirements would slow down the 
transactions so much that they would 
not be worthwhile.

Referendum Threatened 


The battle to keep Target away from the Rustic Park area 
has not been ended. Dennis Schultz, president of the 
homeowners association, said the group will attempt to 
place the matter on a referendum ballot. Residents fought 
the development on the grounds that the property was 


zoned for offices and townhouses when they bought their 
homes. “With this rezoning," Schultz pointed out, "every 
section of open land in the city is suspect. Zoning in the City 
of Plano now means nothing."

The lure of new tax dollars proved 
too strong Monday night for the 
protests of homeowners. 
Over the strenuous objections of 
Rustic Park residents, the City 
Council approved an additional 14.3 
acres of retail north of the northwest 
corner of the intersection of FM 544 
and Custer Rd 
The planned development which has 
become known as the “Target Case" 
will also include six acres already 
zoned for retail 
Pitman Corners 
which consists of all four corners of 
the intersection contains about 750,000 
square feet of retail space The newest 
development will move the in­ 
tersection into the classification of a 
regional shopping center 
Anchor tenants in the 252,000 square 
foot project will be Target. Kroger’s 
and Wyatt's Cafeteria, according to 
Herb Weitzman of Henry S. Miller 
Another 12 specialty stores have 
expressed interest in the shopping 
center 
In approving the case, the council 
made the following stipulations: a 
contiguous eight-foot masonry wall 
within an existing tree line on the 
western and northern boundaries; a 
55-foot 
setback on Greenway; 
a 
minimum 15-foot greenbelt on the 
northern property line; no food outlet 
and minimization of light and noise 
Residents may attempt to overturn 
the decision, however, by going to the 
voters with a referendum 
Twenty 
percent of the voters who cast ballots 
in the last regular election must 
request that such an election be 
called, although there is a * legal 
question of whether zoning matters 
are subject to referendum 
Opponents of the center told the 
council that they had bought their 
homes after checking the zoning for a 
buffer from retail zoning on Pitman 
Corners They also cited increased 
traffic, noise, litter and lighting as 
problems 
Pete Fries pointed out that 321.5 
households or 80.4 percent of the 
residents opposed the development 
and 570 people living in other ad­ 
ditions signed petitions against the 
development after being told of the 
objections in the immediate vicinity. 
Another resident, Tom Thornton, 
warned of several ramifications if the 
development were approved. He said 
the city could lose its reputation for 
fairness, the number of new residents 
might be cut back, the split between 
old business and new residents could 
be widened and referendum and 
recall elections might be initiated. 
Proponents of the case—primarily 
industrial executives or long-time 
residents—concentrated 
on 
the 
economic benefits of the center 
Dexter Ward of Capital Wire and 
Cable estimated the sales tax revenue 
at $250,000 with an additional $81,000 
in ad valorem and $30,000 in personal 
property taxes. He also added that the

project would add a $2.2 million 
payroll to the community and be a 
source of jobs for young people.

S. Miller in Plano, the development 


should be at some other location. 
“Don’t let personalities get in­ 
volved.” he pleaded. “We’ve got to 
continue to work for Plano. When we 
leave this room, we must leave 
working for a common goal. This is 
only one issue, it will not make or 
break the city.”

Paint remover peels decals

there is a way to remove the decals without scratching 
the crib.

DEAR DEBBIE — Since you are going to paint the 
crib I do not see why you are worried about scratching it 
a bit. You can always sand it smooth. Use a paint 
remover to loosen the decals and then scrape off with a 
putty knife, sand lightly and repaint. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with those “gentlemen” 
who do not offer their seats to older women when the bus is 
full. It is hard for older adults to keep their balance when the 
bus is in motion. — ALICE. 
DEAR ALICE — Perhaps the gentlemen feel the right to

Once a year the sheep are 
given a haircut and the thick 
fleece is sheared off, packed 
in bales and sent to market. 
On a big sheep ranch the 
shearing is often done with 
electric clipping machines. 
When the wool arrives at 
the woolen mill, it is sorted 
according to fineness and

grease. The wool can be 


dyed after drying, or it may 
be dyed after the cloth is 
woven. 
Next, the clean wool goes 
to a carding room. 
Here, 
large,

Sluggish House debate which 
took four weeks to approve 
two m ajor bills will create 
the 
biggest 
logjam 
of 
legislation in years in the 
remaining three weeks of the 
session, one House member 
contends. 
Some House members say 
privately the reason for the 
drawn out debate is a lack of 
leadership on the part of 
Speaker Bill Clayton Others 
attribute it 
to too much 
democracy. 
“This is the first time in 
my 24 years we’ve spent this 
much time on bills," said 
Rep 
R ichard Slack, I) 
Pecos, who has more con­ 
tinuous service in the House 
than any other member “ It 
has never happened before 
“The reform rules adopted 
before Clayton was elected 
speaker 
sta rte d 
giving 
members more time and 
assuring everybody would 
have a chance to be heard on 
any amendment they wanted 
to offer 
“That may be desirable, 
but it should be used with a 
little prudence. 
You 
can 
have so much democracy 
you can’t get anything done, 
and we may be approaching 
that point.” Slack said 
Rep Dan Kubiak, D-Rock- 
dale, 
who 
tried 
un­ 


successfully to push through 
a constitutional amendment 
requiring early action on the 
appropriation bill, com ­ 
plained the slow House pace 
is leaving hundreds of bills 
stacked up w aiting 
for 
consideration. 
“ In all my years here, 
since 1969, I’ve never seen 
this kind of jam we have in 
this House." Kubiak said. 
“ If it’s not intentional, it 
certainly is doing an ef­ 
fective job of killing a lot of 
good legislation. It is forcing 
a 
lot of legislation 
that 
should be debated onto the 
consent calendar, and a lot 
of 
bad 
bills 
will 
slip 
through." 
Kubiak recalled his first 
two sessions when debate on 
budget bills was completed 
in one day. "I fussed when 
Gus Mutscher was speaker, 
but he would roll it through 
here," he said 
Clayton, whose philosophy 
is that the state is better off 
if fewer bills are passed, and 
his conservative coherts 
apparently are not con­ 
cerned about the slow pace. 
“The only good thing I can 
say about this is that it sure 
kills a bunch of bad old 
bills," said Rep. Tom Uher, 
D-Bay City, chairm an of the 
State A ffairs C om m ittee 
where dozens of bills are 
traditionally sent to die. 


One House m ember said 
Clayton 
and 
the 
Appropriation 
Committee 
“ got their tails in a crack" 
by drafting a $15.7 billion 
budget, then attempting to 
trim it by up to $400 million 
during floor debate. 
“You just can’t write that 
bill 
on the floor," 
the 
member said. “ ITI bet next 
session Clayton sees that 
some stronger mem bers are 
on 
that 
A ppropriation 
Committee.” 
Rep Fred Orr, D-De Soto, 
said he is pleased with the 
efforts to reduce the size of 
the spending bill, 
but is 
dismayed at the length of 
time it has taken. 
“We’re using up valuable 
time, and a lot of important 
bills will not have the oppor­ 
tunity to get to the floor 
because of it,” Orr said. “ If 


past experience is any in­ 
dication, the conference 
committee is going to do a 
great deal of rewriting on the 
appropriation bill and the 
time we’ve spent could very 
well be to no avail.” 
The 
leg islatu re 
has 
resolved only one of its 
m ajor issues in the first 118 
days of the session, leaving 
school finance, budgeting, 
and other m ajor issues to be 
settled in the remaining 22 
days. 
While the House has been 
accused of wasting time with 
two weeks debate each on 
the school finance and ap­ 
propriation bills, senators 
also have taken their time 
dealing with those proposals. 
Neither Senate bill was out 
of committee 
last week, 
although work was com­ 
pleted on the budget.
